WueN the various retail hardware associations 
were still in their swaddling clothes, a little material 
assistance from jobbers and manufac- 


- facturers was necessary. The milk bot-

administered and it fostered the growth 
of the naturally healthy infants. Various pecuniary 
difficulties were encountered in making preparations 
for the annual conventions and to insure the mainte- 
nance of the organizations themselves. Inasmuch as 
the task of persuading dealers to join was difficult 
enough without advancing the dues, it was found ad- 
visable to guard against deficit by soliciting adver- 
tisements for the yearly program. In the main, man- 
ufacturers and jobbers have been friendly to the 
movement. They have contributed generously to the 
advertising pages of these programs. 

It is but just to note, however, that these advertise- 
ments have not been placed as a business investment. 
Returns, commensurate with the cost, have not been 
expected by the advertisers. The contribution was 
made much as one to a charitable fund. It was to 
“jolly along” the association, to show that the adver- 
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tiser was well disposed. An advertisement in a sou- 
venir program is much like the actual bread, not the 
story-book kind, that is cast upon the waters. The 
loaf may come back bringing a hundred others. It 
may come dissolved into a thousand pieces. The 
chances are one in a thousand that a single iota of 
the original portion of the staff of life will return. 
The wild sea waves are huge and hungry. They can 
swallow a loaf without indigestion. The advertiser 
who expects returns from program advertising is 
really quite like the hero of old who sat and waited 
and waited for the good ship to come home until the 
incoming tides had risen and risen, higher and higher, 
when the waters gradually enveloped mouth and nose 
and the watcher was rocked to the bottom of the 
emerald deep. 


We have no intention of displaying the array of 
absurdities that program advertising has long been 
guilty of—the small circulation, the unpaid circula- 
tion, the trivial attention that the program invariably 
receives, the fact that the advertisements are noted 
at the most unpropitious moment, if they are noted 
at all, etc., etc. It suffices that actual demonstration 
shows conclusively that program advertising does not 
pay and that advertisers realize that fact. With this 
premise as an axiom, let us proceed. 

While many of the jobbers and manufacturers vir- 
tually make the yearly gatherings possible by their 
advertising, they also utilize display parlors. These 
displays are interesting side shows to the main attrac- 
tion. Dealers are afforded the opportunity of view- 
ing the actual mechanism of different contrivances 
and in many cases of meeting personally the man 
behind the gun. These displays must likewise be re- 
garded as charitable contributions in a great measure. 
Any profit that the displayer might realize has usually 
been eaten up by atrocious hotel charges for space. 

Last January THE AMERICAN ARTISAN broached the 
suggestion that display booths might be afforded at 
reasonable rates, while the retail organizations would 
obtain the necessary revenue, if the latter would rent 
a large hall for convention purpose and sublet part 
of that hall as booths for the display of manufac- 
tured products. Thus two harpies might be killed 
with one stone—program advertising, rapacious hotel 
managers. The idea was cogent. We quote from 
THE AMERICAN ARTISAN, January 28, 1905, as fol- 
lows: 

Why should the hotels make from $500 to $1,000 for 
exhibition space at the various conventions? 

Why should not this sum be divided between the retailers 
and their exhibiting friends? 

We believe that if the associations took up this matter 


and arranged to rent out space in the same building where 
their meeting was held, the entire trade would be benefited. 

(1) The retail association would secure a handsome rev- 
enue by charging about half the rate the decent hotels do 
now. 

(2) The chronic complaint that per suasive traveling men 
spirit members away during sessions to see their exhibits 
would be largely obviated. 

(3) Many makers of specialties would exhibit who are 
now deterred by the high prices charged for desirable space 
for exhibits. 

(4) It would be easier to start the sessions on time, as 
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the dealers would be at the combined exhibition and con- 
vention hall rather than loitering in the hotel corridors. 

Taking up the manufacturers’ and jobbers’ side. 

(1) There would be a material saving in expense. 

(2) Every exhibitor would feel that he was contributing 
toward the financial success of the convention. 

(3) The small exhibitor or the late comer who failed 
to get desirable space would not be obliged to induce dealers 
to walk 100 feet east then up two flights, then 50 feet north 
and 80 feet west, to reach his goods. 

(4) Many exhibitors under the present regime have to 
keep their rooms with exhibits therein locked when called 
away for meals or business to prevent vandalism and petty 
thieving by bellboys, chambermaids, and other irresponsible 
outsiders, while with the exhibits bunched in the hall, the an- 
noyance of these greedy poachers would be done away with. 

(5) Where a hotel room is used for exhibition purposes 
and for lodging, as well, the exhibitor, particularly in the 
morning, is often a victim of the chambermaid’s negligence, 
the overworking of the porter and bellboys, the crowding of 
elevators, the absence of suitable tables, etc., for showing 
samples, and cannot give his exhibit the justice he should, 
and which he believes he could in a special exhibit hall. 

Urged on by frequent, subsequent editorials in 
THE AMERICAN ARTISAN, the various association of- 
ficers agitated the question. The latest statistics show 
that, of seven state hardware associations which have 
thus far reported, five will hold conventions in halls 
rented for that purpose. The figures speak well for 
the leaders of the various associations. A genuine 
spirit of co-operation is shown—a hearty appreciation 
of past service, a sincere endeavor to extend cordial 
relations. Manufacturers and jobbers can hardly 
eliminate the retailer and Mr. Retailer gives evidence 
that he, too, finds friendly assistance necessary in 
many ways. Those retail association officials who 
have lent aid in furthering the convention hall move- 
ment may present themselves for a deluge of bou- 
quets. 

We have one more word of advice for the officials 
—especially for those who have changed from hotel 
to convention hall. Our remarks are addressed to the 
officials of those organizations which have made the 
change. 

Mr. Officer, you know, as well as we and every- 
body else, that program advértising is a species of 
graft. You know that the program advertisement 
does not pay the advertiser commensurately. You 
know that most jobbers and manufacturers dare not 
refuse your plea. You hold the whip. You have led 
them a merry dance. 

And you know, furthermore, Mr. Officer, that when 
your organization could not exist without outside 
assistance, those philanthropists supported you in a 
substantial way. You know you don’t need that sup- 
port now. Why levy blackmail? 

Perhaps you have heard, Mr. Officer, that at the 
last meeting of the American Federation of Labor, 
program advertising was put under a ban. You doubt- 
less realize that as between the two organizations— 
yours and the laboring man’s—yours is the more opu- 
lent, the stronger and, presumably, the more virtuous. 
Is the more virtuous organization also the more cove- 
tous? Is your magnanimity less than that of a me- 
chanic who has had small opportunity for ethical and 
sociological study? 

It is probable that inasmuch as the matter has not

been taken up by any of the hardware organs thus 
far, the officials are not properly aware of the enorm- 
ity of the crime of which they have been uncon- 
sciously guilty. Graft and implied blackmail are the 
serious phases of the question. The relations be- 
tween wholesalers and retailers in the hardware trade 
have been so friendly that no decided resistance has 
been found necessary or desirable by the grieved par- 
ties. They have been willing to contribute to a grand 
end, even though the contribution assumed at times a 
vicious demeanor. 

We have said that five of the retail hardware asso- 
ciations are now self-supporting—have engaged halls 
which they will sublet as display booths. These or- 
ganizations require no help in the shape of souvenir 
program advertising. It is doubtful whether they ex- 
pect any. In case they do, it is time to call a halt. 
THE AMERICAN ARTISAN caHed attention to the graft 
obtained by hotel keepers. It will not wink at graft 
secured by others—not even by its best friends, the 
retailers. 

And you, Mr. Manufacturer! You were pres- 
ent at the second Atlantic City convention. Do 
you remember the resolution, introduced and passed 
unanimously, calling upon members in a body to elim- 
inate all advertising in souvenir programs? You find 
it hard to deny a related association, just as we all 
dislike turning down a poverty stricken kinsman. It 
is not pleasant to say no. We don’t blame you. We 
are simply pointing out that such assistance is not 
necessary to-day in the case of at least five retail as- 
sociations. We feel, Mr. Manufacturer, that trade 
progress would be better conserved if you should 
follow the dictates of your more sober judgment as 
expressed at Atlantic City in 1904. Remember, a 
wrong is never righted by the one profiting through 
that wrong. 








RANDOM SKETCHES.

John Jones settles in Amsterdam, Nev., and starts 
a hardware store. Silas Oldbuck has had a hardware 
store across the street for twenty years. Jones uses 
progressive methods, opens up a premium and adver- 
tising campaign and Silas sells his goods at auction. 
What happened ? 

Was it altruism on Jones’ part? Did he show an 
unselfish spirit? Can you condemn him for driving 
a poor, old, honest man out of business? In Jones’ 
place, would you have stopped advertising, driven 
customers away and given Oldbuck half of your 
patronage ? 

Not on your life! Not if you’ve got spunk and 
gumption and the qualities that make for success! 

Jones was the stronger. He figuratively knocked 
Oldbuck down, helped him into his business grave 
and used the grave as a stepping stone to attain the 
success he did attain. That’s business; that’s life. 

That’s what I meant the other day when I said: 
“Too few realize that business is fight, fight—fight, 
from start to finish. Too few realize that it is not 
an interesting pastime to which the yearly income is 
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a delightful concomitant. Too few realize that un- 
less you trample over others, others will trample over 
you; and that the more trampling you do, the greater 
will be your success, and the more good you will do 
the world.” 

It’s not milk and honey, but it’s true. It’s true to 
a greater or less extent in every life. Rockefeller 
does a lot of it; so did Shakespeare; so does Roose- 
velt; so does every great man. Washington came 
along and eclipsed his contemporaries so greatly that 
they looked like warts beside a mountain. Every time 
a man moves up one round in the ladder of success, 
some other fellow goes down one round. 

My point is this: If you start out to be a great 
writer, a great actor, a great politician, a great en- 
gineer, or a great business man, do your level best. 
Plunge through the line of rivals like a full-back in 
a football game. Don’t stop to pick up a tackler that 
you’ve dodged. You've got the ball and the goal’s 
ahead. Succeed in your purpose. Succeed so that 
all rivals will be dead ones. Then, when you have 
succeeded, lie down and let others trample over you. 
That’s life, as scientists, not theorists, see it. 

There are many pursuits nobler, perhaps, than busi- 
ness and the almighty dollar. In this world, it is 
just as important, however, to provide food for the 
stomach, shelter for the body, as sustenance for the 
brain. Consequently, many mortals are obliged to 
forego the nobler ambitions and enter business. As 
I happen to be publishing a hardware paper, as my 
subscribers are business men, I tell them to succeed 
in business—to make money. That’s my excuse for 
preaching the almighty dollar—the goal of the suc- 
cessful business man’s life. 

[ say succeed in that which you embark upon. 
Make that your life work. Make a fortune that will 
make Rockefeller’s look small. Write a book that 
will make Shakespeare’s seem a dime novel. Hunt 
criminals so skillfully that Sherlock’s methods will 
look like an echo from antediluvian ancestry. Raise 
the standard. Uplift humanity. That’s the way. 
You don’t do it by giving away half your income or 
writing trash so that the other fellow’s contribution 
won’t be turned down by the magazine publisher. 
You’re on earth to do what you can. You're here 
to raise the standard morally, physically, mentally. 
Sympathy or altruism are poor weapons. 

The above is written in answer to an editorial in 
The Implement Trade Journal, in which the quoted 
paragraph is criticized. It is argued that business is 
pleasure, not fight. I am the last to deny that work 
is not pleasant. I object merely to the man who 
holds that happiness is the summum bonum—the end 
of our existence. The pursuit of happiness does not 
end in happiness. The zealous pursuit of a noble 
ambition does end in happiness. 

You argue that Rockefeller is not happy. Have 
vou ever asked him? Perhaps he is himself the best 
judge. Listen to his words: “So all my life has been 
full of happiness. A happy life is impossible if you 
lo not work.” 

Life is more than the pursuit of pleasure or sensual 
happiness. Life is energy; it is strength. Listen to 
"he Business Philosopher: “Success is the capacity 
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to use and enjoy the fruits of our own industry in the 
service of others.” Here is no backsliding, no 
monasticism, no epicureanism. It is stern reality. Be 
industrious yourself; be of service to others. Do 
both at once. Raise the mark. Invidious carping 
won’t win out. Man was born to be successful—by 
strenuous effort, not by segregated, fastidious crit- 
icism. 

The pleasure in business is not to be sought, if one 
would be successful. When you enter the store, your 
purpose should be one of fight—fight to get the trade 
in your community. The pleasure comes from being 
successful. The best reward, real happiness, comes 
from a fight well fought.

A general merchant in Illinois has hit upon a 
scheme for attracting crowds to his establishment dur- 
ing the dull season. He buys a large assortment of 
glassware, ranging in price from 75c to $7.00 a 
dozen. This assortment is placed in the show window 
of his store. In the front of the window, for about a 
week in advance of the date, a sign is placed announc- 
ing that all customers buying $1.00 or more of mer- 
chandise during a stipulated period, can have a choice 
of any article in the window for 5 cents. A notice to 
the same effect is inserted in the daily newspapers. 
In some cases, glassware that is ordinarily sold as high 
as $1.00 apiece is offered at 5 cents. The fact that 
much of the glassware is sold at pretty near the ordi- 
nary rate is overlooked by the purchasers who think 
only of the greater values. The dealer has tried the 
scheme on numerous occasions and invariably finds it 
to work handsomely.

In order to prove that there is no absolutely rigid 
standard of morals, teachers of ethics declare that 
lying is sometimes justified. When a 
save the honor of a girl or for an equally disinter- 
ested reason the lie is said to be proper. 
does happen that a lie is not told for the personal ad- 
vantage of the liar, but it is not often. 
usually the result of cowardice. Moreover, the per- 
son to whom the lie is told usually discovers that the 
statement was untrue and contemns the liar. 

Lying as a practice is nowhere more to be eschew- 
ed than in the retail store. A customer arrives in a 
hurry to get a certain kind of meat chopper. Let us 
assume that he asks for the Wide-Awake. The deal- 
has another, perhaps an inferior one, and offers it 
with a guarantee that is usually made with the Wide- 
Awake. The customer takes home “the just as good,” 
and quickly discovers that it has not all the advant- 
ages offered by the genuine. The customer realizes 
that the dealer has told an untruth. On the other 
hand, the dealer has sold a meat chopper and per- 
haps made a profit of twenty-five cents. It is doubtful 
whether the customer will ever revisit that store; he 
has lost his confidence in the dealer.

The Pittsburgh Stove & Range Company,Pittsburgh, 
calls attention to statistics showing that one person 
in every thousand of the eighty-three millions of people 
in the United States bought a Pittsburgh stove during 
the past year. Eighty-three thousand stoves is a goodly 
number, especially when the hundreds of stove works 
competing for the same business are considered. The 
company makes steel ranges, wood cooks, air tight 
heaters for wood, oak stoves, base burners, cast iron 
ranges, cannon stoves and natural gas ranges. The 
trade marks include the Good Luck, the Cinderella 
and the Tremont. 


American Seal Improved stove putty has recently 
been introduced to the trade by the William Connors 
Paint Manufacturing Company of Troy, New York. 
This stove putty adheres firmly to the castings. It 
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dries quickly, forming an adamantine crust. It is said 
neither to shrink nor smoke and to make the joint ab- 
solutely tight. The company makes a large and pop- 
ular line of cements for the larger stove, range .and 
furnace manufacturers in this country and Canada and 
hardware dealers are finding it to their interest to 
push these goods. They are put up in packages from 
one pound cans to barrels containing about eight hun- 
dred and fifty pounds. The company is now quoting 
for next year’s delivery.

The salesman for a newly organized concern brings 
forward as one of his strongest arguments the theory 
that an old concern relies upon a reputation built up 
in the past to sell its goods in the present. The argu- 
ment sounds well and it is perfectly reasonable to 
suppose that half a century or more ago a concern 
got hold of some good invention, covered the country 
thoroughly with its agents, established an extensive 
trade and has since managed to hold on to that trade 
without effecting any additional improvements or bet- 
tering its facilities for manufacture.

EAST ST. LOUIS IRATE. 


The arrest at St. Louis and incarceration of George 
Berkemeyer, an East St. Louis merchant recently has 
caused the East St. Louis Retail Hardware Dealers’ 
Association and the Retail Merchants’ -Association 
of the same city to declare that they would sever busi- 
ness relationships with their sister city and transfer 
their allegiance to St. Paul, Minneapolis, or Omaha. 
The St. Louis license inspectors have been making 
discriminations and molesting East Side merchants 
who send their own delivery wagons to St. Louis to 
purchase goods, the East Siders assert, beyond en- 
durance, and will now take the strongest retaliatory 
measures. 

Mr. Berkemeyer states that he was arrested as he 
drove off Eads bridge on his way to the stove repair 
house of A. G. Brauer, 316 North Third street, and 
locked up at the Chestnut street police station for an 
hour. He says he offered to pay for a license but was 
not permitted, and that his request to telephone to his 
friend. Brauer was likewise refused. Brauer finally 
heard of his incarceration and went to the station and 
bailed him out. 

A special meeting of various hardware dealers’ as- 
sociations was held at East St. Louis. following the 
arrest of Mr. Berkemeyer. A committee was appoint- 
ed to visit the jobbers of St. Louis and ascertain why 
such discrimination exists not permitting East St. 
Louis merchants to drive their wagons into St. Louis 
and purchase goods under the same privileges as St. 
Louis merchants enjoy. In the event of the St. Louis 
officials refusing to revoke the order to arrest East 
Side dealers who come without vehicle license a reso- 
lution was passed to transfer all trade to other 
cities. Salesmen from several towns were on hand 
offering inviting terms for establishing business con- 
nections with their cities.

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dealer is entirely at bay if he cannot show the cus- 
tomer a stove or range which is conclusively and 
overtly better than that shown in the catalogue. In 
order to effect a sale, he must prove that his stove is 
absolutely superior in point of construction, mechan- 
ism and appearance to those offered at a lower price. 
The matter is somewhat difficult. The fine points in 
the construction of stoves and ranges are often lost 
sight of by the intending purchaser. 

The Gem City Stove Company of Dayton, Ohio, 
offer a remedy in their Rival Clermont steel range. 
In their opinion the Rival Clermont is essentially 
different from the catalogue house products. Their 
aim in manufacturing this stove was to produce a 
heating apparatus, the construction of which was so 
much better than the construction of any other stove 
as to make its substantiability and durability evident 
to even the most ignorant user. The endeavor is to 
prove both by the actual experience of purchasers 
and by the mechanical construction of their oven 
and fire box that the range will save one-third of the 
fuel necessary for other ranges.. In appearance the 
Rival Clermont speaks for itself. Its handsome and 
roomy reservoir entirely surrounded by ‘cast iron is’ 
graceful and symmetrical. The pattern on the front 
of the reservoir meets with the approval of artistic 
critics. It is handsomely ornamented with nickel, 
which, however, is not over rich or over weening. 
The body of the range is made of heavy wrought 
blued steel of double thickness, interlined with heavy 
asbestos board to prevent unnecessary radiation.

THAT COMMITTEE. 


To THe AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

I have felt that the joint committee of retailers and job- 
bers was a hindrance more than a help to the settlement of 
the catalogue house question. Your editorial in the Novem- 
ber 25 issue hits the nail on the head. The argument against 
boycott in general is a good one. The plan I have always 
advocated is to show the people in the community why local 
dealers. can supply their needs better than the catalogue 
houses. If you prevent the catalogue houses from getting 
the standard brands, they will merely establish factories of 
their own. Nothing in the wide world is gained. The de- 
mand on the part of the community exists and the catalogue 
houses will fill it. You can’t prevent them by cutting off 
their supply. 

Take a tinner, for instance. If the manufacturers should 
all decide to sell no more furnace piping or elbows: to the 
ordinary tinner, he would make pipes of his own. Not many 
of them would stop fitting furnaces. If the catalogue houses 
cannot buy planes, hatchets, chisels or saws from manufac- 
turers, it won’t take them till doom’s day to decide to build 
a factory themselves where they can buy these things. 

In my opinion the game is to educate the users, to show 
them that the legitimate retail dealer has a better stock, 
offers it at just as good prices and will treat his customers 
better than the catalogue house a hundred miles away. A 
campaign of education, of advertising, of the distribution of 
facts and not theories and not a campaign of unnatural re- 
striction is what we are after. Let the jobbers and retailers 
get together and change the personnel of their committee. | 
don’t stand for campaigns that are conducted under the bed.

On 
this card Mr. Switzer advises the dealer to tell about 
his enameled ware, baking dishes, kitchen utensils, 
carving sets, basting pans, etc. Mr. Switzer knows 
hardware. He is an exclusive hardware advertising 
agent. Moreover; he seems fitted naturally for his 
vocation. 

At a convention of the State Retail Grocers’ & 
3utchers’ Association held in Akron, Ohio, on De- 
cember 5th, the members put themselves on record as 
opposed to trading stamps and the parcels post. The 
trading stamp was described by a speaker as “one 
of the worst curses that. ever happened in this state 
or any other state.” Another speaker suggested that 
inasmuch as the parcels post “is growing stronger 
constantly, we must bend every effort toward its de- 
feat.” A resolution was prepared praying Congress 
to repeal the national bankruptcy law. 


The Illinois Central Railroad has issued a two hun- 
dred and forty page booklet, giving a list of desirable 
locations for industries in the states of South Dakota, 
Nebraska, Iowa, Minnesota, Wisconsin, Illinois, In- 
diana, Kentucky, Tennessee, Mississippi, Arkansas 
and Louisiana. Information of a statistical nature is 
given of the principle cities and towns along the IIli- 
nois Central and the Yazoo and Mississippi Valley 
roads. The list is complete and offers valuable infor- 
mation. It will find special favor with manufacturers 
and others who are desirous of keeping in close touch 
with manufacturing business in different parts of the 
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country. J. C. Clair, the industrial commissioner of 
the Illinois Central, with headquarters at the Central 
Station, Chicago, will be pleased to furnish additional 
information. 

The committee having in charge the arrangements 
for the next annual meeting of the Ohio Hardware 
Association, met at Canton recently and perfected 
plans. The convention will be held February 27, 28 
and March 1. It is planned to have exhibits from all 
over the United States. These will be displayed in 
the corridors of the Auditorium, which will be the 
convention headquarters. Sessions will take place in 
the morning and afternoon, and in the evening ban- 
quets and social festivities of various kinds will en- 
liven the occasion. W. L. Jacobs of Youngstown is 
chairman of the committee. 

The stockholders of the Reliance Edge Tool Com- 
pany, Youngstown, Ohio, met recently and organized 
with the election of the following list of directors: E. 
L. Brown, Walter A. Beecher, George E. Dudley, 
Robert Bentley and John C. Wick. The directors met 
in turn and elected the following officers: President, 
E. L. Brown; vice-president, W. A. Beecher; secre- 
tary and treasurer, D. E. Dudley. The capital stock 
of the company is $75,000, and it has about completed 
negotiations for the purchase of three acres of land. 
Approximately one hundred and twenty-five men will 
be employed when the plant has been completed. 


John R. Sower, the secretary of the Kentucky Re- 


tail Hardware & Stove Dealers’ Association, with of- 
fice at Frankfort, announces that a meeting of the 
Executive Committee will be held in Louisville, De- 
cember 13th, to perfect arrangements for the next 
annua! meeting of the association. This meeting will 
be held some time in February but the date has not 
been decided upon. The members of this committee 
consist of the president, J. C. Frederick, Owensboro ; 
first vice-president, U. S. Shacklett, Fulton; second 
vice-president, George W. Buck, Louisville; secre- 
tary, J. R. Sower, Frankfort, and the treasurer, J.

Ben Blum has withdrawn from the Blum Hard- 
ware Company, Galveston, Texas, and on the first of 
the new year will go into the hardware business for 
himself under the name of Ben Blum & Company.

A report presented at the fourth quarterly meeting 
of the directors of the Retail Hardware Dealers’ Mu- 
tual Fire Insurance Company of Minnesota, shows 
that the return premium on policies expiring in 1906 
will be forty per cent. On January Ist, 1905, the 
cash on hand amounted to more than $46,000. .On 
November 23, the cash on hand amounted to almost 
$63,000; the total assets to $65,000 and the total lia- 
bilities to $22,000. The increase in assets during 1905 
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amounted to $17,000 and the increase in surplus to 
almost $11,000, The ratio of losses to premiums is 
twenty-seven per cent and the ratio of expense to pre- 
miums is twelve per cent. This is perhaps the most 
satisfactory statement that has ever been made by a 
hardware insurance company.

The industrial department of the Erie Railroad, 21 
Cortlandt street, New York City, has recently pub- 
lished a list of the plants which have located on the 
line during the fiscal year ending June 30th, 1905. 
This list does not include a number of ice and whole- 
sale houses, grain elevators, cold storage houses, etc., 
forty-seven of which establishments located on the 
line during the year. Manufacturing plants alone are 
included and of these there are a large number. Two 
hardware manufacturing establishments—the Garside 
Manufacturing Company of Patterson, New Jersey, 
and William Hjorth & Company of Jamestown, New 
York, are among the number. Luis Jackson, the in- 
dustrial commissioner of the Erie, is a pioneer in his 
line and has done much for building up the freight de- 
partments of the road he represents.

Safety Case Namber 1761. 
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CONSULAR REORGANIZATION. 


In view of the resolutions on the consular service, 
passed by the National Hardware Association and the 
American Hardware Manufacturers’ Association at 
the recent Washington conventions, the following re- 
port on the contemplated reorganization of the Bel- 
gian consular service may be of interest. We are 
indebted to Consul McNally of Liege: 


The question of Mondale expansion is seriously agitat- 
ing certain of the Belgian journals, which endeavor to point 
out the most important réquirements for so doing. They 
put forth as a necessary and most powerful requisite the 
reorganization of the consular service, which they emphatic- 
ally declare to be the most powerful factor in placing the 
standard of Belgian products not only in new fields, but in 
those whose markets are already established and where it 
is necessary to meet the keenest competition. In fact, this 
latter condition is the all-influencing principle in the pro- 
posed formation of a consular system that will win for its 
vast industrial and commercial output in countries now con- 
trolled by those of other nations. The position of Belgium 
in the matter of imports and exports, which per capita is the 
greatest in the world, is an encouraging factor in forcing her 
on to a further endeavor. 

The consular service rather than a diplomatic one is 
thought to be the proper step in the trade expansion that 
her standing commercially demands. A committee was ap- 
pointed to formulate a system in keeping with her capacity, 
and this committee has recommended certain important 
changes. The personnel of the Belgian consular service as 
it exists at present is 509 honorary consuls, who are not sal- 
aried, and but 31 consuls and 32 vice-consuls of career. Of 
the number of consuls more than half, or 18, are diplomatic 
agents. The committee urges an increase in the consular 
service, limiting the work to commercial and industrial in- 
quiries, which they consider of much more importance than 
those exercising diplomatic functions. It is further specially 
recommended that the consular officers be liberally paid in 
a manner that will permit them to maintain a suitable rank 
and put them upon an equality with other countries and to 
be supplied with whatever is necessary to accomplish this 
end. The appointment of competent commercial and indus- 
trial counselors to advise the consular officers, when such 
advice is necessary, is also suggested, this appointment to 
rest upon the recommendation of the consul. It is further 
suggested that the consular officers be supplied with all the 
latest commercial and industrial. reports and that they be ex- 
pected, with the aid of industrial and commercial. persons 
interested, to organize abroad Belgian chambers of com- 
merce and museums or any other board of system that will 
tend to increase foreign trade. The government is requested 
to publish consular reports as speedily as possible. The 
colonial section is inviting propositions and has many under 
consideration. They are giving the matter the greatest con- 


sideration.

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illustrate, we believe that the black lines under Pre- 
pare for Thanksgiving, Fix up the Dining-room, 
Moore’s Air Tight Heaters, could have been omitted 
to advantage. They do not emphasize any portion of 
the advertisement and in this case serve only to con- 
fuse the reader. We believe also that the. black bor- 
der around the whole advertisement could have been 
left out with propriety. 

The advertisement of Austin, Litchfield, Illinois, is 
of a similar nature. Mr. Austin is a little more expe- 
rienced in this line of work than Mr. Johnston, but a 
comparison of the two advertisements shows that Mr. 
Johnston, while being a trifle inexperienced in the art 
is by no means a novitiate. Mr. Johnston believes in 
letting facts speak for themselves. He quotes fig- 
ures to:prove what Mr. Austin proves or attempts to 
prove by arguments. The arrangement of the dif- 
ferent sections or departments of Mr. Austin’s ad- 
vertisement is better than that of Mr. Johnston’s. His 
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advertisement is more symmetrical. Nevertheless, we 
believe that Mr. Johnston’s advertisement is of a na- 
ture to appeal more readily to the consuming public 
than Mr. Austin’s, primarily because of the smaller 
type that the latter employs. Small type may be used 
in a book or a small circular but not in a page adver- 
tisement that the reader must scan when it is extended 
at full length. While some people read newspapers 
on a flat table large enough to take the whole of the 
newspaper lying open, most readers “read while they 
run.”

Turn over the pages of any magazine devoted te 
Helpful Hints for Honest Hustlers and you will come 
across an article expatiating on the value of thorough- 
ness. The ordinary subscriber reads the article, agrees 
with the essential arguments, pats himself on the back 
and then forgets the point brought out. For instance, 
the ordinary heating engineer will read an article on 
thoroughness and will compare the arguments ad- 
vanced with his own personality. He will argue with 
himself, “I am thorough. My work is thorough. 
Every furnace that I install is perfect or as near per- 
fect as is possible for mortal man, as to every bolt, 
every pipe, every elbow and every register. I am 
capable and conscientious. There is no question but 
what I am thorough in my work.” 

Arguments favoring thoroughness are ineffective 
because they defeat their own purpose. The thorough 
man will not go deep enough. He is so shallow that 
he will not discover that he is shallow. If the heat- 
ing expert mentioned above had taken the trouble 
to delve a little deeper, he would have discovered that 
while practically his own work had been accomplished 
in a thorough manner, his theoretical obligations had 
not been entirely fulfilled. Assuming that a furnace 
has been installed in a workmanlike manner and that 
it will give thorough satisfaction if operated properly, 
there is no guarantee that the last factor will be real- 
ized according to the established rules. A furnace 
man’s work proper has been successfully accomplish- 
ed. He leaves the rest for the householder. As a rule 
however there is no rosy indication that the house- 
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holder knows much more about it than the cat that 
basks on the cinders or the child that soon finds out 
that a furnace is hot.

INTERSECTIONS OF CYLINDERS. 


Replying to the question of F. L. Kaiser, we submit 
the following : 

The illustration shows a cylinder R-S-O-M inclined 
to the horizontal plane, at an angle of 45 degrees, in- 
tersected by a vertical. cylinder O-M-V, whose base 
is a circle, as shown by figures 1-2-3-4-5-6-7 and N 
in plan. 

The inclined cylinder is also intersected by a smaller 
cylinder shown in elevation by P1-G-H-K. The il- 
lustration also shows the intersection between the 
vertical cylinder with a circular base and the small

cylinder, the axes of cylinders being placed at right 
angles. 

The small cylinder P1-G-H-K is intersected by the 
utting plane P-H. The pattern is a two-piece elbow 
square in plan. The small cylinder is also intersected 
by the cutting planes 4H and 4I. The pattern is a 
tee joint, square in plan. 

SOLUTION ON DRAWING BOARD. 

G-L is the ground line. Construct the elevation of 

‘ inclined cylinder R-S-O-M and the vertical cylin- 

t O-M-V; also construct the elevation of smal! cyl- 
nder P1-G-H-K. In the elevation draw the circle 
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TA-EO-FCB, and through those points of division 
draw horizontal lines parallel to the line P-I-G, so as 
to intersect the cutting plane P-H. 

Draw the plan of the bases of the cylinders and 
divide the base of small cylinder into the same num- 
ber of points as the small circle in elevation. You 
will notice the changed position of the letters. In the 
elevation T is at the top line, while in the plan, line T 
passes through centers of both bases. We will explain 
how this comes. Consider the line I-O in plan and 
line T-B in elevation as being hinged to the paper; 
revolve each circle to the left, then the semi-circle in 
plan. 1-E-a-Ta-EO will be above the paper, the other 
half of the circle will be below the paper. In the ele- 
vation the semi-circle to the right of hinge T-B will 
be above the paper, the other half will be below the 
paper. Now consider line G-L as a hinge; revolve 
the elevation towards you until the elevation of the 
drawing is vertical. By placing center of elevation 
directly over center of plan the lettering is the same 
in each circle. Through the points of division in 
small circle in plan draw lines parallel to the axes of 
cylinders, intersecting the base of large cylinder in 
1-2-3-4-5-6-7. Through those points draw vertical 
lines, intersecting cutting plane O-M, and continue 
the lines, parallel to line S-M in inclined cylinder 

Mark the points 1-2-3-4-5-6-7 where the inclined 
lines meet the horizontal lines previously drawn 
through points in horizontal cylinder. Lines traced 
through the points will give the shape of the inter- 
section. 

PATTERNS. 

Draw a vertical line and space the distances betwee:r 
the points of division on small circle in elev&tion, as 
BCFO-EA-TA-EI-FCB. Draw pattern lines through 
those points as shown. 

Through the points of intersection 1-2-3-4-5-6-7 
draw vertical lines, intersecting pattern lines as fol- 
lows: Line I intersects line T in pattern; line 2 in- 
tersects line a-a, line 3 intersects line EE, line 4 in- 
tersects line O-1, line 5 intersects line FF, line 6 in- 
tersects line CC, line 7 intersects line BB. Lines 
traced through the points give the pattern of the in- 
tersection. 

Draw vertical! lines through points 1-2-3-4-5-6-7 at 
base of large cylinder in plan to meet the pattern lines ; 
will give pattern for intersection of small cylinder and 
large cylinder as shown. To avoid confusion we only 
drew the lines to intersect OM. 

To obtain the shape cut from the large cylinder by 
looking at plan of base of large cylinder, the lines 
extend from I to 2-3-4 and to 5-6-7. Draw a line 
perpendicular to line RO and space the distances 
I-2-3-4 on each side; draw lines through the points 
1-2-3-4 parallel to line RO; now draw lines through 
the points of intersection 1-2-3-4-5-6-7, perpendicular 
to the pitch of cylinder, to intersect the lines previous- 
ly drawn in points I-2-3-4-5-6-7 on each side of line 
RO. This shape can be cut out of large cylinder. To 
obtain the square elbow pattern, draw vertical lines 
through the points on line PH to intersect pattern 
lines. A projected view of the intersection is shown in 
plan at N. The pattern for the tee joint is found by 
taking square elbow pattern and turning over the cen

ter portion between O and 1, the oval shape between 
elbow pattern and tee joint is the shape to be cut ‘out 
of the cylinder that the tee joint intersects. 

REMARKS. 

The line O-M is an intersecting line for an octagon 
mitre; the line O-X is an intersecting line for another 
angle. At O you can place any angle, and by drawing 
vertical lines from the base of large cylinder you can 
obtain a pattern of the intersection by laying out the 
pattern lines to the right of the drawing. 

The solution of this illustration applies to all inter- 
sections between cylinders, as the position of a cylin- 
der cuts no figure in an intersection.

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Trade Report. 


IRON AND STEEL MARKET. 


Chicago, December, 8.—Conditions in the local pig . 


iron market are reflected throughout the country as a 
whole. The amount of buying has decreased but 
prices are firm and there is almost unanimous feeling 
that the beginning of the new year will witness a con- 
tinuance of the heavy demand of the last three months. 
Inquiries for immediate shipment of pig iron were not 
numerous during the week under review and the sale 
of twelve thousand five hundred tons of malleable 
Bessemer was the largest actual transaction recorded. 
The melting of pig iron is proceeding at a phenom- 
enal rate, however, and the proceeds are going rapidly 
to the consuming public. Any suspension of shipments 
from furnaces would result disastrously. There is 
some complaint regarding the regularity and dAlacrity 
of shipments from Southern sources, but it is not of 
wide range and will probably be rectified promptly. 
The delay was caused, as announced by one interest, 
by car shortage. Northern foundry iron No. 2 
is quoted at $19.00 furnace or from $19.50 to $20.00 
delivered. Southern iron is held by Southern fur- 
naces at $15.00 Birmingham, but concessions are be- 
ing given. It is evident that the upward movement in 
prices has been checked. 

There is a let up in the orders for steel plates, but 
now orders have accumulated so heavily during the 
last few months that a decrease in the demand is wel- 
comed by the mills. It is reported that many of the 
independent interests are not satisfied with the pres- 
ent schedule and especially with the action of the 
Steel Corporation in not acceding to the demand for 
an advance. It is reported from Germany that the 
German Steel Trust has decided to advance prices, and 
that its output is sold for the whole of the first quarter 
of 1906. This move, if made, will tend to strengthen 
America’s position in foreign markets. 

The iron and steel bar markets are very strong. The 
leading interest is now Securing 2c for iron bars. Some 
of the independent mills are, however, taking orders at 
from $2.00 to $3.00 a ton below this price. A con- 
tract for eight thousand tons of steel bars was received 
during the week. Jobbers’ prices have been advanced. 


PIG IRON, 
Rogers, Brown & Company will say in their week- 
ly report: 
Fortunately for all concerned, the pig iron trade has 


settled down into an easy stride of good volume. The -mar- 
ket has not seen any specially large lots of tonnage placed, 
but it is a steady transacting of good business which marks 
the most satisfactory condition. With practically. all the 
output of furnaces sold for the first few months of 1906, 
there is little effort being made to increase sales for first 
half delivery. What tonnage remains available will be more 
than cared for as spot shipment when the proper time comes. 
Prices continue strong and the outlook is extremely favor- 
able for their remaining so. The majority of producers are 
still out of the market and the ready sale which is to be 
had for small lots of slightly off material offered from time 
to time shows that there is an eager market for any class of 
iron which can be utilized. 


Although the remarkable pace of production in this 
country has been commented upon from time to time in 
these reports, it is doubtful whether the majority of readers 
have an adequate idea of the tremendous volume of busi- 
ness which has been accomplished during the present year. 
Statistics recently compiled show this most forcibly. Among 
the leading resources of the country the largest per cent of 
increase over the previous year was reached in the lake ship- 
ments of iron ore, this being 51 per cent in advance of 1904. 
The next largest was that of 39 per cent in the production 
of pig iron. This was figured on basis of 23,000,000 for 1905, 
as against 16,497,000 for 1904. That this remarkable produc- 
tion could have been made and practically all absorbed with 
the year’s exit, showing prices at the present level, is one 
to excite comment. These two records are way ahead of any 
of the other of our resources, the nearest to them being the 
increase in bank clearings of about 33 per cent. 

There is no let up in the urgency of buyers’ demands 
for quick shipment of iron on contracts. The large consum- 
ers, as well as the general foundry trade, all seem to be melt- 
ing more iron than had been figured on and are pushing ac- 
cordingly. Charcoal iron, the higher grades of Southern 
foundry iron and specialties are scarce. 

The car situation is still serious and now it becomes only 
a question as to how long it will be before adverse weather 
conditions make it worse than at any time heretofore. 

Coke continues in excellent demand and the prices are 
strong. There are still a number of contracts for first half 
and year’s requirements for 1906 pending, and the volume 
of business continues good. 


Matthew Addy & Company will say in their weekly 
report : 

As yet the approaching winter has had no effect on the 
iron trade. So far the weather has been perfect and has been 
rather helpful than otherwise, except for too much rain in 
the south for open air ore operations. The volume of trade 
is tremendous. " Furnaces are shipping to the limit of their 
capacity and consumers are using iron as rapidly as it is 
received. The latter, while they have bought heavily, are not 
accumulating iron. Of course some far sighted foundrymen 
have been able to pile enough iron to feel easy, no matter 
what happens in the future, but they are decidedly the ex- 
ception rather than the rule. 

The troublesome times as regards the shipping of coke 
have been postponed; that is, the railroads have been able to 
furnish more cars than were anticipated, and shipments have 
been heavier than at this time last year. But in the Wise 
county, Virginia, and West Virginia districts there is a car 
shortage that is almost paralyzing to regular coke opera- 
tions. And the worst of it is that the first genuine winter 
storm will make matters much worse. 

Actual buying during the week has been small. Users of 
pig iron have been buying for five months and they are now 
taking a rest. Prices are firm. 

Coke buying has, however, been of large dimensions. The 
furnaces have been heavy purchasers amd practically all their 
contracts are for shipment over the first half of next year. 


SHEETS. 


John McVoy & Company, Chicago, report as fol- 
lows: 

The market on black and galvanized sheets is very 
steady, and nearly all of the independent mills are unable 
to make deliveries that they have contracted to make. Sheet 
copper advanced 2c Ib. as predicted last week. Copper is 
very scarce at any price. It is rumored that there may be 
an advance on pipe and gutter, to take place in the. near 
future.

CHICAGO HARDWARE MARKET. 


Orders for holiday hardware have so far. exceeded 
previous yeats that the 1905 increase far exceeds that 
of any other market. Dry goods, furniture, shoe, 
leather and kindred lines are all selling satisfactorily 
but the increase in hardware is grossly dispropor- 
tionate. This remarkable increase is accountable for 
two reasons. In the first place consumers as a whole. 
are more prosperous than perhaps ever before. Sec- 
ondly, catalogue house and department store competi- 
tion have aroused retailers from a spirit of lethargy 
and they have adapted themselves to circumstances. 
Holiday articles are no longer regarded purely in the 
line of specialties. They are carried by perhaps sev- 
enty-five per cent of the retailers throughout the 
country. Hardware retailers look upon the holiday 
trade as much a regular part of their yearly pro- 
gram as the purchase of a heavy supply of lawn mow- 
ers, wire fencing, ice cream freezers, cream separa- 
tors, etc., in the early Spring. Specialties have be- 
come more in the nature of staple articles. Retailers 
are adapting themselves to popular fancies and are 
endeavoring to please the great consuming public in 
whatever direction their predilection may lead. 

While the greatest activity prevails in the hardware 
market, it is not confined entirely to holiday goods. 
There is more than a moderate demand for the staple 
lines and less than the usual falling off in the demand 
for general hardware. The fact that no serious snow 
falls have occurred to deter outdoor work and delay 
shipments, has aided in delaying the usual depression 
that occurs at this time of the year. Building opera- 
tions throughout the country have gone on at the 
rate set during the last six months and there is an 
active demand for builders’ hardware. City contrac- 
tors have not alone aided to increase the demand for 
these goods. Rural districts have witnessed more 
building than for the last ten years. 

At a meeting of the leading screw manufacturers 
held recently, prices on these products were reaf- 
firmed. It is likely, however, that higher quotations 
will soon be announced. Manufacturers of enameled 
ware are inclined to shade prices as a result of over- 
production. Competition from European markets has 
been keener during the past year than for some time. 
he undertone of the enameled ware market con- 
tinues firm, however, and the holiday demand for 
‘hese supplies has been greatly in excess of estimates. 
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TIN PLATES. 

Business in tin plates continues very active. The 
leading producer is asking $3.40 in one hundred- 
pound boxes, f. o. b. mill. In London tin plates con- 
tinue steady on the basis of 12s od, f. 0. b. Swansea.

COPPER. 

Prices on all grades of lake and electrolytic copper 
were raised on December 7th in the New York metal 
market. One of the big copper consumers paid 19% 
cents per pound for a five thousand pound lot. Lake 
copper for immediate delivery and spot supplies of 
electrolytic are quoted at from 18%c to 1834c. Ad- 
ditional orders for shipments in January, February 
and March have been placed by both home and Euro- 
pean consumers on the basis of 18&c. 

The New York Metal Exchange has advanced its 
official prices %c on the bid figures for both electro- 
lytic and lake grades. Both bid and asked figures for 
the casting grades have been raised a similar amount. 
The new quotations on electrolytic and lake are from 
17%c to 18c and casting grades from 17%c to 17%e. 

One week ago the copper market broke all records 
by reaching the high mark of 18c. Prices are now 
stronger, and there is a current impression that the top 
has not yet been reached. The London market is ad- 
vancing in sympathy and the best selected brands are 
quoted at £84 5s subject to the usual trade discount. 

Chicago jobbers have not advanced prices on brass 
products but the market is extremely firm. Copper 
is scarce and supplies are being guarded. Sheet brass 
is now quoted with a discount of 17% per cent. Brass 
rod is quoted at 22% per cent, brazed tubing at 25 and 
2 per cent and sheet copper at 22 cents net base. The 
discount on wire brass is I5 per cent. 


OTHER METALS. 

Pig tin has advanced again and the New York Metal 
Exchange fixed its settling price at 35.05c for De- 
cember, and 34.95c for January. This is an advance 
of almost Ic over last week’s quotations. The Lon- 
don market is strong and its strength is being re- 
flected in this country. 

Prices have been raised by the American Smelting 
& Refining Company and Chicago rates for desilver- 
ized lead are now 5.30c and for corroding, 5.40c. St. 
Louis prices are 5.27% and 5.37% respectively. This 
is an advance of .10c. These prices are quoted on 
nearby shipments from the mines in lots of fifty tons 
and over. Little of the desilverized product is avail- 
able for spot shipment and the common ‘brahds of 
soft Missouri lead are firm.
